An enterprise of the greatest mag­ 
nitude ever planned for Rock river 
valley is in formation and will mean 
much to the cities along the river, 
particularly Dixon. George A. Black ­ 
ford of Sandusk y , Ohio, is here in 
the interest of the enterprise, which 
is to promote the navigation of Rock 
river and develop its waterpower. A 
bill was recently introduced in the 
house of representatives 
by 
Con­ 
gressman Mouser of Ohio, to incorpo­ 
rate the Rock River Navigation and 
Improvement company and 
author­ 
ize the construction and maintenance 
of dams across Rock river for the 
purpose of the improvement of the 
navigation thereof and to utilize the 
water power thereby created inciden­ 
tal to its construction. 
The purposes 
o fthe bill are to deepen and enlarge 
Rock river in aid of navigation and 
to facilitate commerce and inter-state 
commerce; also to 
construct 
and 
maintain reservoirs and basins 
in 
and along and adjacent to Rock river 
for the storage of surplus waters and 
to equalize the flow thereof. The par­ 
ties named in said bill who are inter­ 
ested in the enterprise are Spencer 
B. Newberry and George A. Black ­ 
ford of Sandusk y , Ohio, and Charles 
H. Hughes of Dixon. 
The government has had for many 
y ears the improvement of the naviga­ 
tion of Rock river and the construc­ 
tion of reservoirs to hold back the 
water in flood time and furnish it for 
water power in the dry seasons, un­ 
der consideration. 
Several reports 
have been made by government en­ 
gineers on this subject. 
One report 
made by a government engineer in 
18 8 0 recited that on account of the 
complications and claims that would 
arise from the construction by the 
United States government of 
these 
reservoirs and dams it would seem 
best that such enterprises be left to 
private parties and corporations. 
The first dam m ust be construct­ 
ed in five y ears and the second dam 
not more than ten y ears later. The 
work is to be done under the super­ 
vision of the secretary of war, and 
the government reserves the right to 
tak e possession of the property , ex­ 
cepting water power, on the pay ment 
ol a reasonable price or appraisement 
by a board of men 
chosen by the 
company and the war department. 
The first 
darn is to be 
built at 
Grand Detour and is to furnish power 
for the Sandusk y Portland Cement 
company , which will erect its plant 
just east of Dixon. 
Not only will the 
river be available for 
commercial 
purposes, but 
pleasure crafts may 
run from Dixon to the lak es of Wis 
eonsin without any difficulty .

Since then he 
has been u nco ntro llable, so Su rgeo n 
La Place to o k him to a clinic and 
befo re a cro wd o f medical stu dents 
bo red a ho le in the bo y ’s sku ll, lifted 
the pressu re o ff his brain and at o nce 
resto red him to bis no rmal co nditio n. 
Since then the lad has been as well 
as ev er he was. 
It will be remembered that a fewi 
y ears ago a lawy er, Frank Co llier, 
in Chicago , was

The o peratio n was u nsu c­ 
cessfu l and he finally died, and then 
it was fo u nd that the blo w o n 
his 
sku ll had resu lted in a bu tto n fo rm­ 
ing on the o ppo site side o f the sku ll, 
and if the o peratio n had been co n­ 
du cted in that spo t the man wo u ld 
u ndo u btedly hav e reco v ered his sen­ 
ses, all o f which sho ws u s that mu ch 
o f wha t we ca ll crime a nd insa nity 
co mes fro m bad phy sical co nditio ns, 
ju st as the fo llo wers o f Henry Geo rge 
insist that po v erty co mes fro m bad 
so cial co nditio ns. 
In o rder to reliev e 
them, we mu st perfo rce reso rt to su r­ 
gery . 
There are a go o d many things 
abo u t a hu man being that o u ght to 
be remo v ed besides the 
v ermifo rm 
appendix . 
A do cto r who kno ws ju st where the

convenient small change for the Ro­ 
man matron when she went shop­ 
ping. China of all countries, ancient 
and modern, ex hibits the g rea test va ri­ 
ety In the matter of coins. The earli­ 
est money on record, about 2000 B. 0., 
consisted of shells and cowries. 
Th« ; 
cowry 
wa s used for small change, | 
while tortoise shell and purpl« cypraea j 
shells, the latter ranging In size from a 
few Inches to a foot and a half in i 
length, represented money of a higher j 
value. 
A decrease In th® supply of j 
shells and Increasing prosperity called 
for a more handy medium of ex change, 
and cash, the coin with a square hole ; 
In the center, came into ex istence and s 
remains In use to this day. 
Among the earlier Chinese coins wa s 
one of porcelain about three-quarters 
of an Inch in diameter and a quarter 
of an Inch thick, bearing the legend 
"Eternal Prosperity." A very curious 
knife money wa s a t one time used In 
the sta te of Tsi. 
It wa s of copper 
shaped like a bill hook, aliout seven 
Inches long and fitted a t the end with 
a ring. During periods of metal scar­ 
city in China Iron, lead, tin, baked 
earth, grain, silk and shells have been 
used as a circulating medium.
